significance building legisla- 
tion not generally understood 
nor appreciated the lay public. 
fact, few professional men, 
architects, engineers and builders, 
evince more than passive interest 
building regulations until par- 
ticular project affected adversely. 
Likewise, property owners and 
manufacturers building mater- 
ials often underestimate the rela- 
tive importance building codes. Yet, housing and 
building regulations are more voluminous and contain 
more written commandments than codes and ordinances 
for other subjects. This legislation highly techni- 
cal and scientific character. The scope building laws 
includes everything from the construction fences, sign 
boards and chicken coops, the most magnificent mod- 
ern skyscrapers. Practically ninety percent everything 
that goes into building governed some state law 
local ordinance; and the other ten percent permissive 
only the absence legislation the contrary. 

The potentiality and destiny municipalities are 
governed building, city planning, zoning, fire dis- 
tricting and housing ordinances. This sort legislation 
the for the building cities. Uses prop- 
erties, stablization values, and the building business, 
are not only affected but are more less dependent 
such enactments. 

The building business, its broadest aspects, the 
largest industry the West. Progressive building ma- 
terials manufacturers and dealers should awaken the 
need for more active interest building 
enacted municipalities and states; they should realize 
that errors commission and ommission building 
regulation might seriously injure perhaps wreck their 
business. 

Space does not permit discussing this subject 
length. However, view the aforementioned obvious 
facts, the prevalent indifference drafting building 
regulations really astonishing. Too frequently build- 
ing regulations are drafted haphazard manner 
persons who not possess the requisite knowledge, 
vision, ability practical experience undertake work 
that essentially requires and justifies the employment 
services that can rendered only highly trained 
specialists. 

comparison building codes for different cities— 
communities separated mere imaginary lines—shows 


conspicuous differences requirements for well estab- 
lished fundamentals building. not denied 
that minor deviations and provisions are justifiable and 
necessary take care local problems peculiar one 
another particular community. However, funda- 
mentals engineering and construction are determined 
scientifically. Standard practice has established facts 
that should adhered the codes the different 
cities. Also, not infrequent that ordinances contain 
requirements that have become obsolete the evolution 
building practice and modern scientific research. 

The gigantic fire losses make for constant drain 
resources and gruesome record human life sacrificed. 
Surely this aspect the matter enough arrest atten- 
tion the building fraternity public 
The National Board Fire Underwriters points 
out that fires are largely preventable; and that many 
the causes therefor are strictly preventable. sig- 
nificant fact that more general use few inexpensive 
building materials approved the Underwriters would 
greatly causes for fires and conflagration. Im- 
practical and obsolete building requirements make for 
vexatious controversies, retarded improvements and 
wasteful costs. The essentiality regulation should 
somewhat commensurate with the cost entailed 
property owners. Otherwise capital diverted more 
profitable channels. These things are entirely too harm- 
ful and unprofitable the building industry; they merit 
consideration. 

The problem annual fire losses—both cost 
property destroyed and loss lives—merits the careful 
thought every public spirited citizen. claimed 
more than 15,000 human beings are each year sacrificed 
the altar the fire demon; also that upwards 
17,000 persons are maimed and injured because fires. 
this gruesome record, reported that approximately 
percent are mothers and children school age. Proper- 
losses run over $500,000,000 annually. 

What being done curtail this drain resources? 
What being done stop the killing and maiming 
men and mothers and school children? What being 
done stop this menace that reaches the foundation 
our financial structure? know there great deal 
preaching done. But what being done practical 
and tangible nature? Year year fire losses increase and 
the human toll becomes greater. 

Has this problem become too big for solution 
private interests? 

The Fire Underwriters are presumed know and 
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stated that the main fires are preventable and that the 
majority fires are strictly preventable. Then who 
fault? because our building regulations are obsolete 
and need strengthening? our building regulations 
allow the use too many inflammable materials? the 
safety human beings less important than the safety 
stock certificates and bonds? Elaborate provisions are 
made house securities fireproof vaults and fireproof 
structures, yet children are housed schools that are 
anything but fireproof. seems inexcusable build 
schools entirely wood and with interiors unpro- 
tected wooden construction. 

Surely the people will, some day, cease tolerate this 
wasteful burning buildings. And perhaps the solution 
lies with the general public. Because the people have 
been patient and slow act reason that 
public sentiment will remain dormant always. 

Evidently the insurance interests make good returns 
their huge investments—notwithstanding the fire losses, 
and the people pay the bills. Apparently the insurance 
interests are not getting tangible practical results fire 
prevention; and there growing belief that state gov- 
ernments might into the fire insurance business. State- 
owned fire insurance companies, with the people 
owners, might more rapidly educate the people the 
value more fireproof and more fire-resistive materials 
buildings that fires would become less and less fre- 
quent. Perhaps sooner than expected, solution will 
evolve. The people are coming realize that they pay 
for all fire waste and not the fire insurance companies. 
Action some sort imperative. 

Every line endeavor must forward backward— 
stand still. The community industry 
that assumes self-satisfied attitude, because 
present laurels, doomed fall. large manu- 

acturer building materials boasted about the wonder- 

ful sale his products. was the impression his 
output sold and that there was relation between 
building legislation and his business. matter fact, 
the materials manufactured him were used buildings 
erected under strignent building code requirements. His 
materials were actually sold municipal legislation. 
This man eventually realized that the whole investment 
his business depended what was was not con- 
tained the building codes. 

The importance building regulations cannot 
underestimated; illustrate—an owner determines 
improve his property with ten-story building. Im- 
mediately, the municipal officials step and say that 
just much steel, brick, metal lath, wired glass windows 
and other materials must used that building 
order comply with building code requirements. The 
municipality makes the market for the steel, the metal 
lath and the other materials. Equally emphatically, the 
municipality closes the market and prohibits the use 
lumber because the building code makes unlawful the 
erection ten-story wooden building. 

However, let assume that the building code had, 
through inadvertance, perhaps intentionally, omitted 
the lawful use brick had made prohibitive 
the use brick and steel requiring unnecessarily 
thick walls and low stresses. Then the market for brick 
and steel vanishes. 

Primarily, good citizens, and men engaged 
lawful business with large investments, duty 
all persons the building industry know exactly 
what contained building codes and proposed regu- 
lations; and know the reasons for the requirements 
codes. should known whether not the require- 
ments are essential for the protection life and property 
and serve the public The welfare the com- 


munity paramount the wishes minority group 
persons. Therefore, suggestions for building codes 
should made with this object mind. 

the other hand, also duty fight with all 
energy and financial resources whenever attempted 
discriminate unjustly against the use standard ma- 
terials, the use which would the public interest. 
But don’t wait until too late—be ready before the 
battle. very mportant bring the attention 
the non-technical officials the fact that false economy 
build cheaply constructed buildings. Some day will 
generally understood that cheaply built structure 
the most expensive. This also true buildings that 
cannot readily altered meet changed conditions 
fit the needs changed occupancies. The sale values 
business and industrial properties are enhanced 
buildings are constructed that they can readily 
enlarged meet varied occupancy require- 
ments. Therefore, property owners and financiers should 
not too hastily employ architects who think only the 
immediate present order get the job and use ma- 
terials that will prove proverbial costly white elephant 
the owner and reduce the margin safety bank 
loans. More and more the consumer—the who 
builds eventually owns the building—comes believe 
that building safe, durable, and sound investment, 
because did not fail pass city inspection. Therefore, 
essential have rigid inspection all the more 
important materials and structural features building. 

Building construction now financed great extent 
bank loans and building bonds which are widely dis- 
tributed and purchased the innocent public. Yet, the 
average banker does not realize big part the 
building industry. just important for the banks 
know the building law and understand what good 
building means know all about bonds. not 
impossible foresee slump building values. not 
impossible foresee more serious financial situation, 
unless bank loans and building bonds are properly se- 
cured. Building bonds should secured only the best 
possible kind construction, and then building laws 
will not only encourage but demand better buildings. 
Perhaps bankers will have taught the building 
business, but will worth while undertaking. The

shops Seventh Street, Los 
Angeles, near Westlake Park, 
which have been illustrated the 
March and April issues the 
Paciric Coast ARCHITECT, 
but partially appreciated from 
these views, interesting they 
are. brief description order, 
therefore, the special treatment 
texture, material and color 
which plays important part 
their success from both the artistic and the commercial 
viewpoints. 

The building Seventh and Grandview Streets, built 
for the Fifth and Broadway Investment Company, long 
one-story facade with two-story pavilions each end, 
has walls brick plastered with rough, wavy texture, 
color dark cream buff. ornamented with richly 
detailed cast stone, decorated color. the next 
corner building for the Billicke Estate Co. (shown 
the March issue) similarly treated with brick walls, 
plaster and cast stone, but full two stories and roofed 
with Granada tile. These tiles, selected 
clay colors, are laid irregularly, doubled and tripled 
the eaves, which gives very interesting shadow line 
the waved wall surfaces. The store fronts are wood 
and metal, and the curved iron balconies are especially 
noteworthy. These permit French windows the floor 
line, giving increased light the interior besides their 
value decorative features. 

Directly adjoining this building the Thorpe Building 
(also published March). This continues the two-story 


Directly across Seventh Street are the Hite stores, 
previously shown March. These consist row 
one-story shops, with second story over the street 
corner. The one-story portion treated very simply 
colonnade, the store fronts being set back behind the 
columns. each column fastened wrought iron 
bracket supporting richly colored awning, which the 
top fastened the wall with iron hooks. This treat- 
ment extremely effective, with the heavy shadows cast 
the awnings over the colonnade and the recessed store 
entrances. 

The walls are covered with hand-textured plaster; the 
one-story portion has coping tile laid flat, doubled 
and tripled; the two-story wing roofed with Granada 
colors. This wing set back four feet, 
leaving space partly paved with flagstones and partly 
planted with evergreen shrubs. 

All wood frames around the doors and windows have 
been antiqued moss gray glazed finish. The color 
note the exterior walls soft gray varied with 
suggestion green. Attention should called the 
interesting treatment the French windows the 
second story, with stenciled wood shutters, delicate 
transom grilles, and elaborately wrought iron balconies. 

These brief descriptive notes should value for 
interpretation the photographs illustrating such 
unusually interesting group small shops. 

One feature which has added materially the effective- 
ness these buildings exactly what has just been said 
—that they form group. Their close proximity each 
other greatly increases the charm the architecture; each 
one harmonizes with and foil its neighbors.

MEASURE DAMAGES FOR BREACH 
ARCHITECTS CONTRACT

question the measure 
for the breach 
contract the owner 
one considerable interest 
architects general. other 
words, where the owner refuses 
proceed with contemplated build- 
ing, breaching the contract 
certain stage, how and what 
rule the architect entitled 
have his damages for such breach 
course each case this kind must necessarily 
decided the light the particular facts 
for that reason the question cannot answered the 
statement hard and fast rule. However, generally 
speaking, and without regard for particular cases, 
architect can only recover such damages may have 
suffered the time the breach the owner. The 
application this rule law illustrated inter- 
esting and instructive manner the recent case 
Wetzel vs. Rixse 220 Pac. 607, which arose under 
the following facts. 


FACTS THE CASE 


this case Wetzel, the owner, desired erect building 
Ponca City, Oklahoma, and entered into contract 
with the firm Rixse Jenkins, architects, whereby the 
latter agreed draw the plans and supervise the con- 
struction the building. This contract was reduced 
writing and omitting the formal parts provided, 
follows: 

are hereby authorized prepare preliminary 
drawings, complete working drawing and specifications, 
supervise the letting contracts and supervise the con- 
struction brick building located Ponca City, 
Oklahoma, for which services agree pay per 
cent the total cost building and permanent fixtures. 
Terms payment follows: For preliminary 
drawings per cent the estimated cost the building, 
same paid when preliminary drawings are approved. 
percent when contract let within thirty days after 
plans and are completed. Balance work 
progresses. Remarks: The remainder the percent 
made two payments. One payment when the build- 
ing percent done, and the balance when the building 

Pursuant this contract the architects prepared pre- 
liminary drawings, complete working drawings and all 
plans and specifications for the construction the build- 
ing. These plans were for three-story brick building 
estimated cost from $42,000 $50,000. Upon the 
presentation the preliminary plans, appears, Wetzel 
refused accept them for the reason that the building 
would cost too much. 

dispute followed between the parties which cul- 
minated the instant action the architects for 
damages for the breach their contract. this action 
$1,820 damages were asked. This demand being appar- 
ently based what the architects would have received 
had the building been erected, while noted above the 
owner breached the contract upon presentation the 
preliminary plans. Upon the trial the cause the archi- 
tects were allowed verdict for $1,100. From judgment 
this case was carried the Oklahoma Supreme 


Court, where passing upon the question the measure 
damages was, part, said: 


WHAT THE COURT DECIDED 


exact date which the defendant [Wetzel] re- 
pudiated the contract, claimed the plaintiffs, not 
shown the evidence, but evidence that 
repudiated the contract with the plaintiffs some man- 
ner from the very inception the preliminary plans. 
Under these circumstances, not think the plaintiffs 
were justified under their theory the case performing 
other services provided for the contract and claiming 
compensation therefor. 

recovery limited the amount the damage 
they had sustained the time the breach. subse- 
quent this breach they completed working drawings 
and specifications, they did their peril, and can 
recover nothing compensation therefor. their testi- 
mony belived, the defendant was repudiating the 
contract some manner from the time the preliminary 
drawings were completed, and not think that they 
can permitted recover compensation for services 
the contract after that time, and that any 
sum allowed therefor the jury excessive. 

plaintiffs [architects] testified that the cost 
the erection the building embodied the plans sub- 
mitted the defendant would from $42,000 
$50,000. The contract provided compensation for pre- 
liminary drawings, percent the estimated cost 
the building. Allowing $50,000 the estimated cost 
the building obvious that $500 would the maxi- 
mum sum which the jury could have properly allowed. 

conclusion, the court affirmed the judgment the 
lower court condition that the architects file 
remittitur for all excess $500 the judgment 
rendered. Holding, outlined the opinion, that the 
architects, upon the facts involved, were not entitled 
recover for any services rendered under the contract after 
the preliminary plans had been rejected the owner. 

the light this decision, obvious that 
architect who performs work upon executory contract, 
after the owner has breached the contract, does his 
peril respect enforcing payment for same. This for 
the reason, stated the foregoing case, that the archi- 
tect would only entitled such damages suffered 
the time the breach the contract.
